WASHINGTON. 

What will the Republicans do in 
the coming Congress? That gncstimi 
lias liccn asked so often since Mr. 
Cleveland issued liisune.\|<ectcd pioe- 
1, nnation convening Congress in ex- 
tra session on August 7, that your 
correspondent lias endeavored to an- 
swer it by obtaining the views of the 
Republican Congressmen who have 
lieen in Washington during the week. 
Not ninny of them have lieen here, 
but the unanimity of opinion among 
those seen makes it fair to assume 
that they voiced the sentiments of at 
least tlirec-lourths ol the Republicans 
in the Senate and House, and tliier 
opinions may be summed up tlius- 
ly: — The Democrats having a major- 
ity in both ! louse and Senute, there 
exists no reason for the promulga- 
tion ol a Republican program. That 
is the business of the tuajotily. When 
that program is presented the Re- 
publicans witli few exceptions may 
be counted upon to lay aside all de- 
sire to obtain more partisan advan- 
tages and to stand up lor tile bene- 
fit of the country. In short, if Mr. 
Cleveland’s program be a patriotic 
one it will be supported by the Re- 
publicans, who have in every public 
crisis since tlic party was represented 
in Congress proven themselves to he 
patriots first and partisans alterwards. 
Nobody need worry about the posi- 
tions of the Republicans in Congress; 
they will lie found voting for the right 
every time. 

Everybody, including members ot 
the Cabinet and other leading Dem- 
ocrats, are in the dark nhout what 
Mr. Cleveland's program will lie. It 
is known, of com se. that lie wishes 
the Sherman Silver law repeated, but 
nobody seems to know whether he 
has any idea of a substitute for that 
measure that will provide in some 
way (or the silver already owned by 
the government, Ixitli coin and bull- 
ion, as well as for the future of silver 
as a money metal It is not necessary 
for a man to be a skilled financier in 
- order for him to see the necessity for 
some substitute. The Sherman law 
I repealed all other silver laws and to 
unconditionally repeal it would lie to 
I wipe out all recognition ol silver mon- 
| cy, to put the country upon a single 
gold standard and turn the silver 
money now owned by the government 
into just so many ounces ot silver 
bullion: and few even among the 
' most extreme advocates of a gold 
standard believe that such a radical 
| change could be so suddenly made 
without wholesale disaster, and it is 
not believed here that it will be pos- 
sible to accomplish the unconditional 
repeal of the Slictman law, while the 
belief is general that it can be easily 
repealed if a reasonable and sensible 
substitute tlierelor is presented. Mr. 
Cleveland has a grand opportunity to 
prove himself a patroitic President 
and his message to Congress, which 
will be generally conceded as the 
official program of his party, will 
show to what extent he takes the ad- 
vantage ol it. 

While there are a lew men here who 
profess to believe that the extra ses- 
sion will be a short one the great 
majority believe that it will run into 
the regular session and that the reg- 
ular session will lie one of the long- 
est ever held. An offer was made 
without a taker, by a Democratic 
Congressman, to wager from 8100 to 
$500 that Congress would be in ses- 
sion August 7, 1894. 

It is already certain that it is going 
to lie a fighting session, but tile fight- 
ing is going to be among the Demo- 
crats. The first fight will lie on the 
proposed Closure rule, which will lie 
antagonized by what is known as 
the silver Democrats, and the Rep- 
ublicans may conclude to take a band 
in it. Then there will be a fight 
over the important House Chairman- 
ships. Springer, Holman and Bland 
are all slated to lie turned down, aud 
they will not give up very easily. 

A little incident took place on 
Wednesday oi this week in the tem- 
porary office of the Record and Pen- 
sion division of the War department, 
which passed through the Ford's 
Theater horror, that adds another 
proof to the many already existing, 
that a black skin may cover a hero’s 
heart.

shock, you reached to us the ladder 
which then seemed to span lietween 
time and etetnity.” The in- 
scription on the watch reads: “Pre- 
sented to Basil I,ockwood by theclcrks 
of the Record and Pension division of 
of the War department in recogni- 
tion of his heroic conduct in the Ford 
Theater disaster June 9, 1893."
